GOLD _ BONUS. ° 


Landen: int ‘Favour. of 
New Plan..  - -. 


London representatives of West- 
ern Australians mining companies 


held a meeting on June 26, at 1, 


Broad Street Place, E.C., at which 
& resolution was passed welcoming 
the assurance of the Chamber of 
Mines in Western Australia that 
they would support a bonus on the 
production of gold in Western Aus- 
tralia, and approving that a cable 
to that-effect should be sent to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. J, Scullin. Mr. 
F, H. Hamilton presided. 

‘The chairman said that the meet- 
ing had been convened in order to 
explain what had beer done since 
the last meeting, and to enable the 
representatives present to consult 
with regard to certain. further steps, 
it was thought desirable to take. 
The resolution which had been pass-, 
ed at the last meeting had been duly 
forwarded to the Commonwealth 
Government, to the Gold Bonus As- 
sociation and to the Kalgoorlie 
Chamber of Minés. Those resolu- 


tions were very timely, and were of |, 


considerable assistance out there. 
With regard to the present position, 
he did not think there . was any 
doubt but that they had: made sub- 
stantial progress. 

When they last met it seemed that 
Western Australia was perhaps not 
solid in support 
for a gold bonus.’ They did not 
then know the attitude of the pre- 
sent Government, _ but they knew 
that the attitude of the Kalgoorlie 
Chamber of Mines ‘was somewhat 
Since then, however, 
there had been -a very marked 
change. , ‘ 
' A meeting had been held in the 
Perth Town Hall at the end of May. 
The Lord Mayor of Perth was in the 
chair, and some 70 gentlemen, re- 
presenting every shade of’ political 


‘| opiriion and every phase of business 


and industrial activity in Western 
Australia, were on the platform, and 
messages of support were received 
from the present Premier, the late 
Premier, and members of the Gov: . 
ernment. ; 

Two Resolutions. 

Two resolutions were submitted 
to the’meeting—one approving of. a 
gold bonus being granted .and tho 
other instructing the Lord Mayor to 
forward the first resolution to the 
Prime Minister (Mr. J. Scullin). 
The resolution with’ regard to the 
gold bonus . was proposed by the 
Chief Secretary, seconded by tho 
President of the Legislative Coun: 
cil, and carried in a crowded meet- 
ing with one dissentient. 

The resolution was as follows: 
“In. view of Australia’s settled 
policy of high protection, with its 
consequential burdens imposed upon 
the primary industries, particularly 
that of gold mining, and because 
artificially created difficulties: must 
be artificially solved, this meeting of 
the citizens of Perth ‘hereby sup- 
ports. the payment of the . Federal 
Government -of a bonus of £1 per 
ounce on new standard gold produc- 
ed in Australia during the ensuing 
ten years and urges ‘upon the Gov- 
ernment~ to give favourable con- 
sideration to its adoption at the 
earliest possible’ moment as a means 
for speedily rélieving unemployment 
thrqughout the Commonwealth and 
restoring the parity of the Austra- 
lian £1 abroad. 

The Chamber of Mines . at 
Kalgoorlie had at first, the chairman 
continued, considered that the gold 
bonus was impracticable, but It was 
now realised that owing to. the 
efforts of the Gold Bonus: Associa; 
tion a public opinion of overwhelm- 
Ing force had‘been created through- 
out Western Australia, and the 
President of thé: Chamber.of Mines 
had telegraphed to Mr. Séullin’ that 
they. were whole-heartedly in favour. 
of the’ proposal,. Therefore they

Sir Otto ‘Niemeyer was © now, 
visiting Australia at the invitation 
of Mr. Scullin, and there /was some 
+} danger thathe was going to. take 
the narrow banking view—the view 
that gold as “fixed by | the-‘Act ‘of 
Parliament ‘of 1816 must not be 
touched, and possibly Mr. Scullin 
was waiting to hear the’ view of Sir 
Otto. He sincerely hoped that gen- 
tleman would take the broad view, 
having ‘regard to the existing poll- 
tical conditions. Nevertheless, this 
was not the time when they in Lon- 
don could ‘afford to relax their 
efforts. 

Mr. J. H. Agnew said a movement 
of the kind they were suggesting 
involved a problem which was two- 
fold. The problems confronting 
them were unemployment and the 
secession of the Western Australian 
Government from the Federal Gov- 
ernment. If the bdhus was granted, 
Western Australia would receive 
something ‘like. five-sixths of the 
total amount. The chairman an- 
nounced that the Lake View Com- 
pany had received a cable that Sir 
James Mitchell had stated that he 
was in favour of the gold bonus, 


and would use every possible effort |-

Criminal ‘Intent. : 

In his estimation that was en- 
tirely contrary to all principles of 
criminal law ‘in Britain, where’ 
the essence of crime was 
that there must. be criminal in- 
tent. A crime could not be com. 
mitted by accident; there -must 
be intent, for a man in law was 
taken to intend the consequences 
of-his-act: ‘The principle us:ally 


Jadopted was that if the state of 


mind—in other words, intent— 
was not present, then no crime 
had been committed. 

In the case of ‘collisions or 
strandings, the number hreught 
about by criminal intent was in. 
finitesimal, but in any ‘case it 
was exceedingly difficult to state 
how. they had been brought 
about.

. Record of Rainfall. 

The lean-and fat years of rain- 
fall in the arid southwest are re- 
corded in the Jean and fat annual 
rings of the ‘trees, Dr. Douglass 
found, and used this knowledge in 
making his astounding history.

SEEKS GOLD. 


_Puzzle for Mining - 

Engineers. .. 
. ' Johannesburg, June 11.. 
Keen interest continues to be 
manifested In scientific and mining 
circles in Rhodesia in the semi- 
offictal, teats‘to which Mr. F. Stone, 
commonly known as the: “electric 
man,” i3 being subjected, 

Mr, Stone attracted attention in 
England by dernonstrations of’ an 
unusual gift of ascertaining the 
presence of metals underground by 
means of a divining rod, used in 
much the same manner as in the 
case of water-divining. He was 
‘Inducéd to come out to Rhodesia 
by-a-prominent citizen of Gatooma 


Interested in mining enterprises, | 


and his powers have since been 
tested by experta with remarkable 
redults, fae . 

Mr. Stone attributes his powers 
to the fact that his body contains 
“a super-charge of electricity,” 
which necessitates his constantly 
wearing thick rubber soles to his 
boots. Some while ago a series of 
experiments was ‘conducted under 
the supervision of officials of the 
Government Geological Depart- 
ment. 

, Buried Bags of Gold. 

The “electric man” was set to 
locate buried bags of gold. | Six 
bags, three containing granite and 
three containing soil in which were 
Placed lumps’ of.gold ore, were 
secreted with the tops of the bags 
open, ‘Equipped with his usual 
apparatus—a large clock spring— 
Mr. Stone proceeded, on hig quest, 


d|and it is indisputable that the 


spring began to twist and oscillate 
violently as he passed over the 
bags containing the gold. | 

As a further ‘test, unknown, to 
the diviner, the Head of the 
Geological Department’ buried a 
number of silver coins in various 
parts of the grounds, and Mr. Stone 
discovered all these with one ex- 
ception. The undiscovered coin 
had been placed beneath.a flatten- 
ed match: box,’ and Mr. Stone ex- 
plains his failure in this instance 
as being due to the wooden ‘box 
acting as an insulator, 

A theory advanced by the experts 
fs that with his “super-charge of” 
electricity,” Mr. Stone’s body con- 
tains the property possessed by the 
electrical instruments used in 
‘modern methods of mineral divin-: 
ing and thus establishes definite 
electrical contact between the hid- 
den metal and the clock apring.—

Authorities Disfavour 
Supply of Aeroplanes. 


Through the abandonment by the 
Glem .L: Martin Company of Balti- 
more of plans to sell twenty twin. 
motored bombing aeroplanes at- a 
cost of about $2,000,000 to Russia, 
it ‘has become known that. the 
United States Gpvernmént has 
adopted a policy amounting to an 
embargo om the export of arma, 
munitions and military aeroplanes 
to the Soviet Union. _ 

Reports from Baltimore. that the 
Projected sale had fallen through 
were followed by admissions at the 
State Department that it had vetued 
the arrangement on May 14 through 
a letter to the Martin company, 
stating that it “views with dis- 
favour” the exportation of arma- 
ments to Russia, inasmuch as the 
United States has no diplomatic 
relations with the Government. The 
department «said to-day, however, 
that commercial planes might’ be 
exported to Russia. . The action was 
taken for. the department by Joseph 
Cotton, Under-Secretary of State, 
as Acting. Secretary of State in the 


absence of Secretary Stimson, and. 


without referring the matter to the 
White House. However, it was ree 
vealed that ‘the policy, which here 
tofore has gone unannounced, was 
decided upon aix months. or: more 
ago, when an inquiry was received 
from an American company as to 
the feasibility of selling submarines 
to the Russian Government. 

Beyond the Pale. 

The decision means that Ruasla, 
in the matter of exportation of 
military equipment from the United 
States, is placed even more beyond 
the pale than China. By resolution 
of Congress the President is om- 
Powered to impose embargoes on 
the shipment of’ military supplies to 
Latin-American countries and to 
China. At present such restrictions 
are.in force against Nicatagua and 
China, but-to both countries eX 
portations may be made on specific 
licence from the State Department 
to the governments, : 

In the case of Russia there can 
be no such. shipments, even to the 
Government. Moreover, this policy 
has been adopted on broad grourids. 

That the embargo was due. to the 
absence of diplomatic relations was 
Benerally accepted as more of a 
formal than a substantial reason. 
{n fact, it was tacitly admitted in 
official circles that it was due’ “to 
certain recent developments,” - 

What these were were not dis- 
closed. In some speculation thero 
was a tendency to assert that. pos: 
sibly the disturbed conditions in 
India and Afghanistan across the 
Russian border have led to some 
request, formal or informal, from 
Great Britain. Other views were 
that the policy was based on the 
broad grounds that Russia might 
become a disturbing factor In the 
world, :
